Washington, March 9.—The 
president’s letter to Senator 
Hitchcock, reiterating with great 
force his position on treaty res- 
ervations, does not change the 
situation in the senate one iota. 

Any republican attempt to 
coin political capital out of it is 
the silliest kind of nonsense. 

The letter is merely a powerful 
argument—with a militant ring— 
of a position several times stat- 
ed before. 

It does not stop any pending 
negotiations at compromise. It 
does not declare that interpreta- 
tive reservations will not he ac- 
ceptable! It gives no valid rea- 
son for third term talk, so vig- 
orously advanced by the anti- 
administration writers of both 
parties. On the contrary demc- 
cratic senators have been quick 
to see that the president did not 
advise them to vote agaiast rat- 
ification, as he did in the No- 
vember cf us and just before 
the holide adjournment. He did 
not indie .e, even inferentially, 
that he’ would pigeon-hole the 
pact if fatified with reservations. 
He did not center his objection 
upon any specific form «yr res- 
ervation. ° 

Any attempt to fasten treaty 
failure—if it comes to tnat-—upon 
the administration democrats is 
political buncombe in which Wil- 
son haters of the Reed-Hardwick 
type, winked at by a few others 
more demagogic but less coura- 
geous, have taken a leading part 
in thus abetting the republicans. 

It is this same spirit of readi- 
ness at party sacrifice to satjeTy 
personal prejudice that is being 
attempted by the opponents of 
1 organized democracy in Georgia 
today.

Eastern Teams Strong. 


As a matter of fact, all three of 
the eastern representatives are 
noted as the speediest basketball 
teams of the east(. and have ex- 
pressed themselves confident of 
carrying off a goodly number of the 
trophies. 

From Salt Lake City, the five 
from the University of Utah comes 
to share in the honors, and in its 
workouts- this team has shown a 
speed that dazzles the dopesters. 
Basketball records of the year fail 
to show a single defeat for this 
school.

Washington, March 9.—Raymond 
Corcoran, an American citizen, was 
murdered by his Mexican clerk Sat- 
urday, February 28, according to ad- 
vices to the state department today 
from the American consul at Nuevo 
Laredo. 

Corcoran was employed as super- 
intendent of the Santa Gertrudis 
Mining company, an American con- 
cern, near Pachuca, Mexico. The 
clerk, who is now under arrest at 
Pachuca, was said to have shot the 
American in the back after he had 
been discharged for being absent 
from work without leave, 

Corcoran’s body was. brought 
across the American border March 5 
and buried at Laredo, Texas. His 
mother, Mrs. Ann O’Malley Sulli- 
van, of New London, Wis., has been 
notified of the death of her son 
who served 
army during the world war. 
FOLEY KILLED 
AT TAMPICO. 

Houston, Texas, March 9.—A ca- 
blegram sent by P. J. Blackmon, 
manager of the Magnolia Petroleum 
company at Tampico, Mexico, to S. 
J. Byington, of Houston, Tuesday, 
stated that “Pat” Foley, an em- 
ployee of the Magnolia Petroleum 
company, had been killed by Mex- 
ican bandits. No details were given 
in the cablegram. 

The Magnolia Petroleum com_L. -y 
is having the body prepared for 
shipment to Houston, it is stated. 

Byington tonight said he knows 


no “Pat” Foley, but has a relative, 


Dan Foley, who has been in the 
employ of the Magnolia Petroleum 
company in Mexico. Dan Foley was 
formerly a resident of Corpus Chris- 
ti, Texas.

HUNDREDS KILLED 
WHEN EARTHQUAKE 
DESTROYS TOWNS 


Thousands Have Also 
Been Made Homeless 
Within a Radius of 60 
Miles of Tiflis. 


Tiflis, February 24 (Via Constan- 
tinople, March 8.)—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.)—Several hundred per- 
sons are dead and thousands of oth- 
ers are homeless as a result of an 
earthquake today, which destroyed 
Makhet, Grakall and other villages 
within a radius of sixty miles west 
of Tiflis. 

The railway between Tiflis and 
Batoum was severely damaged by 
the earth shock, while the station 
was destroyed at Gori, a short dis- 
tance northwest of Tiflis. The town 
of Gori was virtually wiped out and 
a hundred dead havealready been 
recovered from the wreckage. 


Twenty persons were killed at 
Uplisjin. Smoke:is reported to be 
coming from the summit of the 
mountains, where the monastery of 
Gori stood, and two great sulphur 
springs have appeared.

From the position in which the 
bodies were found when the police 
and some of Bleyer’s friends broke 
into the apartment, tM authorities 
believe Mrs. Ransdall shot Bleyer as 
he was sleeping and then turned 
the weapon upon herself. Tending 
to strengthen. their opinion, there 
was found a poem in the woman’s 
handwriting, somewhat clever as to 
meter. and rhyme, but almost 
maudlin in sentiment, which fore- 
told the dramatic conclusion of .the 
two lives. 

Bleyer was the son of a promi- 
nent Chicago family. His father, 
Charles E.’*Bleyer, is in Cuba. Young 
Bleyer was educated in fine arts in 
several European  countriés, and 
some of his paintings are said to 
be noteworthy. It was while in 
Paris as a student that he met the 
woman who has become his widow.

Course of Department 
After United States En- 
tered Struggle Caused 
Loss of Thousands of 
Lives. 


NAVY NOT PREPARED 
WHEN U. S. ENTERED 


In 1918, However, Sims 
Says Navy Had Reached 
High State of Efficiency. 
Admiral Charges Propa- 
ganda to Discredit Him. 


Washington, March 9.—Investiga- 
tion by the subcommittee of the 
senate committee on naval affairs 
of the conduct of the United States 
navy during the war was begun to- 
day with the testimony of Admira) 
William S. Sims, who reiterates his 
charge that the wavering policy of 
the navy d@partment at the outbreak 
of the war was respgmsible for the 
prolongation of the etme and the 
loss of thousands of lives. 

Admiral Sims took occasion in 
addition, however, to somewhat soft- 
en the original indictment in his let- 
ter of January 7 to Josephus Dan- 
lels, secretary of the navy, which 
was first introduced at the inquiry 
into the award of naval decorations, 


and make answer to what he term- 


ed a “deliberate campaign of propw 
aganda te discredit him.” 

The most important reservation 
made by the admiral in his tsti- 
mony today was to the effect-that 
his condemnation of the navy dealt 
only with its conduct just prior to 
our entry info the war and during 
almost the first year and not with 
the work accomplished by the navy 
in 1918, when it had reached a high 
stage of efficiency. 

Net Responsible for Publication. 

In beginning his testimony Ad- 
miral Sims first of all denied all 
responsibility for publication of the 
January 7 letter, which contained 
among other things the “don’t let 
the British pull the wool over your 
eyes” reference. He said that the 
letter... was written in accordance 
with naval regulations and that it 
was his duty_to write it. He then 
denied that his position in England 
was a local one or that he was ever 
except on paper, under the orders 
of the commander of the Atlantic 
fleet, but that his specific orders 
from the navy department were to 
report to Washington. He also de- 
nied that he had given more care to 
guarding merchant’ ships than 
transports carrying troops. 

He next took up the charge that 
he had been pro-British and said 
that he might more justly be ac- 
cused of having been pro-French, 
but that his work was often hamp- 
ered by the g#pparent lack of con- 
fidence shown in him by the navy 
department, a situation to which he 
occa- 
sions. 

The meat of the matter as express- 
ed by Admiral Sims today is con- 
tained in the following passages 
from his preliminary statements: 


“Let me point out, in the simplest | 
thé) 


and clearest possible manner, 
paramount motive upon which my 
letter was based. It is this. We 
entered a great war. The war was 
Won thanks to a combination of 
circumstances which it would be 
entirely unsafe and unwise to de- 
pend upon in the future. 
United States naval standpoint the 
prosecution of the war involved 
numerous violations of well recog- 
nized and fundamental principles 
with which every student of naval 
warfare is familiar. ; 

Briefly stated they were: 

“First—Unpreparednes# in spite 
of the fact that war had been a 
possibility for at least two years 
and was, in fact, imminent for 
many months before its declara- 
tion. 

“Second—That we entered it with 
nO weil considered policy or plans 
and with our forces on the sea not 
in the highest state of readiness. 

Policy of Vacillation. 


Third—That, owing to the above 
conditions, and to the lack of prop- 
ér organization of our navy depart- 
ment, and perhaps to other causes 
with which I am not familiar, we 
failed for at least six months to 
throw all our full weight against 
the enemy; that during this period 
we pursued a policy of vacillation, 
or in simpler word, a  hand-to- 
mouth policy, attempting to formn- 
late our plans from day to day 
based upon an incorrect apprecia- 


tion of the situation. 


“The great war lasted 1,500 days. 
Five million lives were lost, about 
3,000 daily. This, to say nothing of 
wealth and resources. If my asser- 
tions of vacillating policy and un- 
necessary delays are true.

Decision of Board. 


The full decision made by the 
majority of the board and the pa- 
per by Madison Bell, dissenting 
gom the majority finding, is given 
velow: 

Atlanta, Ga., March 9, 1920.—The 
issue pending between the Geor- 
gia Railway anfl Power company 
and Atlanta Northern Railway 
company, hereinafter referred to as 
the company, on the one part, and 
Amalgamated Association of 
Street and Electric Employees of 
America, dfyision No. 732, of Atlan- 
ta, Ga., heerinafter referred to as 
employees, on the other part, hav- 
ing been referred by agreement to 
a board of arbitration, to be com- 
posed of L. Z. Rosser, as chosen by 
the company, and Madison Bell, as 
chosen by the employees, and an 
umpire to be chosen by said repre- 
sentatives, John D. Humphries was 
agreed upon by said representatives 
as such umpire. 

‘A hearing was begun by the ar- 
bitrators upon said issue, on the 
4th day of March, 1920, at which 
hearing both sides were represent- 
ed by counsel. Said hearing, as to 
taking testimony, was concluded on 
the 6th day of March, 1920, when 
a recess was taken until the re- 
porters should have transcribed the 
testimony. 

The arbitrators have been grati- 
fied at the friendly attitude, one 
toward the other, as chosen by com- 
pany and employees, during the 
hearing. This is as it should have 
been. However honest may be dif- 
ferences of opinion as regards any 
situation or circumstance, there can 
be no real conflict as between the 
rights of ene and the rights of 
others—between right as regards 
—- and right as regards labor. 

he parties to this proceeding are 
engaged in serving the public—the 
company, representing the stock- 
holders by the investment of their 
money; the employees, directly or 
indirectly, in the operation of cars 
upon the street and interurban rail- 
way lines of the company. It goes 
without saying that the stockhold- 
ers are’ entitled to a fair return 
upon their investments, and that the 
employees should receive fair and 
adequate wages for their labor. 

But the stockholders and em- 
ployees are nott he only ones inter- 


ested in the maintenance and opera- 


tion of these lines. Because of the 
populous condition of the commu- 
nity a quick and easy mode of 
transportation is nécessary. Streets 
and highways—the property of the 
public, built and maintained by and 
for the public—are given over to 
the use and operation of these rail- 
way lines. In accepting the fran- 
chnses and building and operating 
the lines the company assumes a 
public trust, by which the em- 
ployees are also bound, in under- 
taking to operate the cars upon 
these lines. 

Therefore, whatever eissues may 
arise as between company and em- 
ployees it would be a mistafe for 
either company or employees t9 
leave out of their calculations the 
rights and convenience of the pub- 
lic, most of whom are wholly de- 
pendent upon these lines for trans- 
portation. 


Public interest, as well as the 
interest of the parties, demands 
that there should be a mutual un- 
derstanding and respect as between 
company and employees. To this 
end the company, by all that it can 
do, should seek to merit the re- 
spect and confidence of the em- 
ployees; the employees, by. ‘their 
consideration and regard for the 
best interests of the company, 
should merit the confidence and es- 
teem of stockholders and officers of 
the company. 


Such desirable relations cannot 
be possible if the employees be- 
lieve that the company steks their 
services without adequate and just 
compensation, nor if the officers of 
the company believe that the em- 
ployees would exact greater wages 
than would be just in all the cir- 
cumstances of the case. Company 
and employees alike should be actu- 
ated by a high sense of reason. 

The company conceded, on the 
trial, that the employecs are entitled 
to a living wage, whether the busi- 
ness of the company is a financial 
success or not. But if thereare not 
profis to be divided, the question of 
profit-sharing, as between stock- 
holders and employes, cannot arise. 

To determine whether that ques- 
tion is involved in this case, the 
arbitrators must necessarily be con- 
trolled by the evidence submitted.

It is not a question of the amount 
of fares collected on asingie car or 
on a single line. Some cars and 
some lines yield larger returns than 
others. The income of the company 
is determined by the aggregate fares 
collected from alBof its cars, which 
vary in number from time to time. 
The number of hours per car varies 
from 20 hours to 3 hours, and the 
receipts during the different hours, 
and on the different routes, neces- 
sarily vary very greatly. 

Paid According te Schedule. 


Neither are wages of the opera- 
tors paid according to tne returns 
of the different cars. Conductors 
and motomern alike are paid ac- 
cording to a schedule of wages, re- 
gardless of the returns from. the 
particular cars they may operate. 

It is the duty of the arbitrators 
to decide the issue upon the evi- 
dence offered. There is no other 
basis for a decision. From that ev- 
idence it appears: 

1, That“for the year 1919 the ag-

2. That for the year 1919 the 
employees received in salaries 38.58 
per cent of the entire or gross in- 
come of the company. The remainder 
of the income was expended for 
other necessary objects, as shown 
by the foregoing figures, leaving 
nothing for the stockholders. Ac- 
cording to the evidence, the result 
was that the public received the 
benefit of the investments of the 
stockholders’ money without a 8in- 
gle cent going to the stockholders, 
notwithstanding they should receive 
a just return upon their invest- 
ments, as the employees should re- 
ceive a just wage for their labor. 
The evidence of the company makes 
a case that might be compared to 
that of a man’s living in the house 
of another without paying rent for 
the use of it. This is not the fault 
of the employees. They can only 
add to the income of the company 
by exercising the greatest care and 
diligence and discretion in the dis- 
charge of their duties, in so far as 
such fidelity t~ duty on their part 
might save the company from loss 
or damage. 

8. That, after a full hearing from 
the company and employees, the 
war labor board, in December, 1918, 
considering the condition of the af- 
fairs of the company and the cost 
of living of the employees, fixed a 
schedule of wages for motormen 
and conductors, effective as of Aug- 
ust, 1, 1918, as follows:

Entitled to Living Wage. 


& That the employees are en- 
titled to a living wage, whether 
the business of the company is a 
financial success at the presest 
less, in fixing the schedule of wages 
for the employees, it is the duty of 
the arbitrators to determine wheth- 
er the business of the company is a 
financial sucyess at the present 
time or not. In doing so, the arbi- 
trators can be governed only by the 
evidence submitted. 

6th. That the evidence of the 
company is to the effect that the 
business of the company is not, at 
present, a financial success, that 
the employees are receiving $8.58 
per cent of the gross income of the 
company; that the remainder of the 
income is absorbed in taxes, inter- 
est, depreciation, rental. and other 
necessary expenses, and the stock- 
holders are‘receiving nothi on 
their investment. The employees 
have offered nothing in contradic- 
tion or denial of this testimony. of 
the company. 

Wherefore, the arbitrators are of 
the opinion that, from the evidence 
in the case, the income of the com- 
pany now being fully constmed, 
the employees should be satisfied 
for the present with a living wage. 
If the company is not making the 
money, it cannot pay without jeop- 
ardizing the interest of the public 
as well as of the stockholders. 

A decrease in the present abnor- 
mally high cost of living is desir- 
able, and, with all classes working 
patriotically and perseveringly to 
that end, such result may be at- 
tained speedily and satisfactorily.

FLYNT DEFENDS. 
SUBCOMMITTEE 


Herbert Hoover Can Still 

Have His Name Placed 
-on Ticket by Declaring 
Himself a Democrat, He 
Says. — 


Chairman J. J. Flynt, of the state 
democratic executive committee, 
and Secretary Hiram L. Gardner, 
of Eatonton,, were in the city Tues- 
day and both expressed their indig- 
nation at the statements which had 
been circulated attacking the com- 
mittee, charging that body with 
having changed the rules; and with 


having acted in an autocratic man- 
ner in barring Herbert Hoover's 
name from the ticket. 

Judge Flynt said that in order 
to ascertain the sentiment of the 
general committee on the subject 
he had sent out a questionnaire to 
all the seventy-six .members, and 
that the answers he had received 
from a majority of the committee 
were 6 to 1 in favor of upholding 
the subcommittee’s action. 

He added that he did not find 
any widespread demand for Hoover 
among the voters of the state, that 
thei farmers as a claSS were over- 
whelmingly against Hoover, and 
that about, all the sentiment he 
could discover for the Californian 
came from a certain section of the 
press. 

Flynt Makes Statement. 

The @hairman of the committee 
declared that it was Mr. Hoover's 
action alone that had barred him 


‘from the ticket sand that he could 


still have his name put on at any 
time that he would declare himself 
to be a democrat. In explanation 
of the subcommittee’s action Judge 
Flynt gave out the following state- 
ment: 

“The subcommittee was appoint- 
ed under a resolution unanimously 
passed by the whole state commit- 
tee at the meeting on February 6, 


1920. The chair immediately ap- 
pointed the following subcommittee: 


Fermor Barrett, of Toccoa; H. H. 
Dean, of Gainesville; Miller Bell, of 
Milledgeville; J. H. Milner, of East- 
man; T. H. Parker, of Moultrie, 
with the chairman and secretary 
as ex-officio members. 

“After the adjournment of the 
state committee, the subcommittee 


met in my room to prescribe rules 
under the resolution of the commit- 


tee to govern the presidential pri- 
mary. At the meeting of the sub- 
committee rules were adopted for 
the conduct of the preferential pri- 
mary, the leading rule of which 
read: ‘Any democrat qualified for 
the presidency of the United States 
may have his name placed upon 
the ticket by petition of 100 quali- 
fied democratic voters.’ 

“This, along with the other rules, 
was adopted without having in 
mind the name of any man who 
might possibly become a candidate 
on the ticket to be voted in the 
presidential primary on April 20. 
These rules were printed\ by the 
secretary on February 10 and sent 
to the chairmen of the county com- 
mittees. I received a copy. of 
these printed rules several days be- 
fore the subcommittee met the sec- 
ond time. 

“Before the committee held its 
second meeting and after the rules 
had heen printed and sent out 
broadtétast ‘over the state, carrying 
the word ‘democrat,’ Mr. Gardner, 
the secretary, called me over ldéng 
distance telephone and called my 
attention to an interview by Mr. 
Hoover published in the newspa- 
pers, and I think in The Journal— 
but will not be positive about that 
—Saying he was not a democrat. 

Called Subcommittee. 


,“Mr. Gardner requested that In 
view of this interview .I make a 
ruling as to Mr. Hoover's eligibility 
under the rules already written and 
printed. I refused to make the rul- 
ing, but stated that I would call 
the entire subcommittee § together, 
which I subsequently had Mr. Gard- 
ner do. 

“At this second meeting and after 
the rules had been printed and pro- 
mulzated, the question was .dis- 
cussed in the committee as to 
whether Mr. Hoover’s name should 
appear upon, the ticket in view of 
his intervie that he was not a 
democrat. 

“The committee decided to have 
the secretary write Mr. Hoover re- 
questing of him an expression as to 
whether he desired to qualify un- 
der the rules formerly prescribed 
by the committee. "His answer to 
this legitimate query, lL think, was 
that he had never been a democrat 
before the war, that his war work 
was of a nonpartisan nature, and he 
declined, as he stated, for other rea- 
sons, to permit the use of his name. 

“Tf Mr. Hoover now desires’ to 
qualify as a candidate under these

ANCIENT MISSION 
OF THE SPANIARDS 
FOUND AT ST. MARYS 


Waycross, Ga. March 9.—(Spe- 


cial.)—The “old sugar house,” as 
it has always been called in this 
section, has been identified as one 
of the old Spanish missions and the 
history connected with this massive 
old ruin, situated in a dense ham- 
mock about six miles northwest of 
St. Marys, has partly been unearth- 
ed. 

S. W. McCallie, state geologist, 
while visiting in St. Marys some 
time ago was shown this old struc- 
ture and his curosity was imme- 
diately aroused. After considerable 
research a statemant was found in 
“The Catholic Church in Colonial 
Days,” by John Gilmary Shea, 
which throws some light on the 
subject. It states that the English 
barkentine “Reformation” was ship- 
wrecked on the coast of Florida in 
September, 1699, and Jormathan Dick- 
son, a member of the party, drew up 
a journal of their adventure till they 
were rescued by a Spanish party 
and conveyed to St. Augustine. 

Many perils were encountered ohn 
the journey at the hands of the 
hostile Indians. They marched into 
what is now St. Marys, where they 
found a Franciscan monk with his 
church and school of Indian boys. 

“Near it was another mission, St. 
Phillips,” says the old history. The 
party was well treated by the Fran- 
ciscans and sheltered for some time, 
after which they ourneyed on 
northward to the English settle- 
ments with the aid of the monks.

Editor of La Nacion‘ Bue- 
nos Aires, Swears Cail- 
laux Said France Needed 
Peace at Any Cost. 


Paris, March 9.—Although no di- 
rect proof of communication with 
the enemy was produced when the 
case of former Premier Josenvh 
(aiflaux today reached the stage 
where evidence relating to occur- 
ances during the war was heard, 
one sworn accusation of ‘“defeat- 
ism” was produced. This was when 
Jeon Rosewald, editor of La Nacion, 
ot Buenos Aires, testified that Cail- 
laux told him during the course of 
a conversation at Calllaux’s home 
in 1917: 

“We must make peace imme- 
diately, peace at any cost. France 
cannot continue making the sacri- 
fices of the past three years.” 

One of the accusations against che 
ex-premier is that he conspired to 
bring about a premature and dis- 
honorable peace with Germany. 

M. Rosewald also swore that when 
he had warned the accused while he 
was in Buenos Aires in 1914-15, that 
Minotto, then in South America, was 
a German agent, Caillaux replied: 

“TI know it but he is a great fi- 
nancier; ofr talk is very interest- 
ing.”’ 

“He Is Insane.” 

M. Rosewald told of relating Cail- 
laux’s conversation regarding 
France’s urgent need of peace to 
former Premier Briand, the latter 
replying “he is insane.” 

A lJetter from M. Jean Jules Juss- 
erand, French ambassador to the 
United States was read in which M. 
Jusserand said it was impossible to 
leave his post, especially at a tim« 
when cuestions of the utmost impor- 
tance to the country which he rep- 
were veiling udiscussed 2 
Washington. 

M. Jasserand’s deposition was 
read. It proved to be a denial of 
the defense’s allegation that liberty 
from an internment camp had been 
offered to Minotto at the French em- 
bassy’s request as a reward for a 
deposition containing strong charges 
against Caillaux.

Caillaux Not Mentioned. 


The testimony of Louis Barthou 
was a plea for the policy followed 
when he was premier and his de- 
sire to prevent war with Germany 
in every way consistent with 
France’s honor. He did not men- 
tion once the name of Caillaux. 

M. Fondere, Caillaux’s intermedia- 
ry with, Baron von Lancken-Wake- 
nitz, the German charge d'affaires 
at Paris in 1911, swore that Cail- 
laux never authorized him to offer 
Germany renunciation on the part 
of France of its right of pre-emp- 
tion in the Belgian Congo, 

Special stress was laid by the 
prosecution on Rosenwald’s testi- 
mony, the prosecutor claiming that 
if Caillaux was aware Minotto was 
a German agent it was a case of 
intelligence with the enemy. There 
was a discrepancy between the date 
of the warning given Caillaux by 
Rosenwald, the defense contending 
the warning came the day previous 
to Caillaux’s departure from Buenos 
Aires and the witness swearing it 
was given about the middle of Cail- 
laux's stay of a week. 

Notwithstanding the efforts of 
the prosecution to shorten the de- 
bates, it is likely the trial will last 
several weeks more.

lect their own officials at their 
own inftiatftve and _ volition and 
resent the manufacture of officials 
by machine methods. I feel sure 
that if I entered the race for nomi- 
nation to the presidency and under- 
took to solicit and spend the cost 
of propaganda and organization, this 
would be in itself a negation of the 
right American instinct because of 
the obligations that it all implies. 
I thoroughly believe that I, like 
any other citizen should always be 
ready for service when really called 
upon, but to go out and try to per- 
suade the public to call me is op- 
posed to my every instinct. 
“Third. I hope to have the affec- 
tion of my countrymen, but my arm- 
bition is to remain a common citi- 
zen, ready to engage in team play 
with any organization and leader- 
ship that has for its objective the 
consummation and maintenance of 


great issues in the forms that I be- 
lieve are to the public interest and 
party organization, hut it must be 
for the promotion of issues, not of 
men. I am not a straddiler of any 
issue; I spend most of my time agi- 
tating for issues that I believe in. 
It is the privilege of all of us to 
hold our own Views, and it is our 
duty to express them when called 
upon to do so. But no man can be 
so arrogant as to assume that he 
can dictate the issues to the Ameri- 
can people or to the wreat parties 
they support.

W. H. Fitz- 
hugh, arguing for the defens®, con- 
tended that the subscribers to the 
plan were not reached by the Sher- 
man anti-trust act. While admit- 
ting that the data and reports com- 
piled and distributed by F. R. Gadd, 
manager of statistics, tended to 
make prices reach higher levels, Mr. 
Fitzhugh insisted that they also 
enabled some lumbermen to reduce 
their quotations and formed “but 
an effort to find a market price.” 
He compared these reports to those 
provided for cattlemen and farm- 
ers.

The solicitor general 
also said the amendment did not in- 
terfere with the functions of the 
states, but gave the federal govern- 
ment power to act with the states 
in enforcing prohibition and result- 
ed- from a general demand upon 
congress to assist dry states in en- 
forcing prohibition laws.

While several other names have 
been filed by petition, the attorney 
general is the only announced can- 
didate, and democratic !eaders in 
Washington tonight from that state 
announce that. the administration 
forces, the organized democrats of 
Michigan, will get solidly behind 
Palmer. It is announced that Me- 
Adoo will withdraw his name, as he 
did in Georgia and California, and 
that Hoover, who is running on the 
Michigan republican [primary ticket, 
will also request the withdrawal of 
his name from the democratic ballot, 
as he did in California. 

In Michigan, the anti-administra- 
tion forces in the democratie party 
have adopted the same methods as 
in Georgia. The nomination there, 
as in Georgia, is by olurality, and 
being a hopeless minority, they have 
sought to break the strangth of the 
old-line majority by injecting the 
names of Hoover, the republican, 
and Edwards, the ‘wet,’ for 
purpose.

In order that the south ay claim 
her own in foreign trade, and that 
the. vision of southern statesmen 
may at last be realized, -a “foreign 
trade conference of the southeastern 
states has been arra d,; wnder 
the auspices of the Greensboro (N. 
C.) Chamber of Commerce’ and the 
South Atlantic Export company, oz 
“League of Citfes,” for Friday, 
March 12, at 11 o’clock, “at®* the 
O’Henry hotel, Greensboro. . 

The purposes of this meeting are: 
First, to secure the establishment of 
oo through freight rates‘and 
service from the mid-west to th: 
south Atlantic ports. 

Second. To devise wractical cu- 
operative measures for the mainte- 
nance of the rates established by 
the interstate commerce commission 
on December 1 last, whereby the 
south Atlantic and gulf ports are 
put on a parity with gthe eastern 
ports in the matter of export rates. 
Alsoto devise meastirés for the es- 
tablishment of similar ratés on im- 
port business to these ports and to 
taking steps to remove the discrimi- 
nation now existing in inland@-freight 
rates against certain cities of the 
south Atlantic states in favor of 
certain cities in the eastern terri- 
tory. 

Third. To secure, .if* possible, the 
establishment of a branch office of 


the department of commerce for the 
south Aflantic states. ' 


Entitled to Proper Share. 
It is essential, for the proper de- 
velopment of the south, that the 
unused rail facilities available for 


western traffic be utilized immedi- 
ately. The establishment of the new 
export rates from the west, and 
the proposed import rates through 
these ports to.the west, and the reg- 
ular steamship service from the 
south Atlantic ports now existing, 
give the opportunity to establish 
these additional through rates, and 
give -reeognition, long @eiayed. to 
the principle that the south Atlantic 
states are clearly entitled to a share 
of the nation’s commerce. 


Closely connected with the ques- 
tion of the establishment of through 
routes and rates, both in the export 
and the import trade, and of, equal 


importance to the equitable develop- 
ment of all industries, is the ques- 


tion of removing certain existinc 
discriminations in inland rates which 
are now seriously affecting the do- 
~mestic commerce and growth of cer- 
tain of the states of the south. 


The call for the meeting of the 
foreign trade conference is béing 
made to the progressive citizens of 
the southeastern states, who are at 


-last beginning to realize keenly that 


the development of their several 
commmunities is very largely de- 
ehdent upon the successful work- 
ng out of the questions which ure 
to be discussed at the conference. 
It is predicted with confidence that 
the business men and manufacturers 
of the southeast will] «o-operate cor- 
dially in these efforts and attend 
the conference. It was through co- 
operative action of the same nature 
and under 4he same leadership that 
through export rail tates and regu- 
lar steamship service from south 
Atlantic ports to Latin-America were 
obtained. 7 


Time te Act at Onee. 
Unless some general plan is at 
once evolved, the opportunity to ac- 
complish the end desired will be 


lost; because the entire railroad rate 
situation and general railwuy poli- 
cies are in a state of flux, aud must 
be crystallized finally and definitely 
in favor of the policies and plans 
which will. be under discussion at 
the conference. 


An invitation has been extended 
by those who have called the con- 
ference to the various chambers of 


commerce and trades Lodies in the 
southeast to send a representative 
or representatives to the conference. 
All who possibly can should attend 
the same, because the results will 
be of vast benefit and consequence 
to the entire south, it is asserted. 

With all the south Atlantic and 
gulf ports co-operating in the way 
they are now doing, and with new 
routes from these ports to Latin- 
America already established and be- 
ing served with regular steamship 
service, and with the rate situation 
worked out practically and fairly to 
all concerned, so as to admit of the 
free passage of export and import 
business through these ports from 
the mid-west, it does not require a 
person of much imagination to be 
able to see that with these thines 
accomplsihed facts, the south will 
immediately enter upon an era of 
abounding prosperity. 


Revision Would Benefit Huns 
At Expense of Liberated Peoples

In all the welter of criticism of 
the peace made at Paris last year 
there are certain things worth re- 
mempbering. Today the criticism of 
the document, based upon the eco- 
nomic aspects is general, in addi- 
tion the conflicts between various 


territory serve to give the lie to the 
assertion that any peace was made, 
Americans,. perceiving this con- 
fusion and proximate chaos are 
gradually accepting the extreme 
views of a relatively small number 
of critics, chiefly British, -who 
style themselves “liberal” and seek 
to achieve an entire revision of the 
treaties with the obvious purpose to 
benefit Germany at the expense of 
all the -nations. which recently 
united to defeat the German attack. 


These British critics would, lay 
the chief burden of the rehabilita- 
tion upon the United States, which 


is to be asked to cancel a debt. of 
$10,000,000,000 and then to begin a 
new series of lendings. Germany 
would, in the end, be the benefici- 
ary and the $10,000,000,000 would 
reduce the cost to the German: of 
his recent war, American taxpayérs 
taking that load off,German shout- 
ders. But America would not alone 
be asked to egntribute; France, Po- 
land, Belgium and Ttaly would have 
to make contributions. 


Now shifting the discussion: of 
the peace terms to the economic 
side leads in the end to a very par- 


tial view of the treaty itself. The 
truth about the war and the peace 
lies patent in the fact that together 
these two things amounted to a 
Vast surgical operation. Upwards 
of 50,000,000 of human beings were 
rescued from slavery and from 
something worse than slavery. The 
operation mutilated Germany and 
resulted in the actual extinction of 
the Hapsburg empire. And just as 
no operation can be accomplished 
without bleeding, the results have 
been such as to arouse protest from 
the most squeamish. 


Are Terms Too Severct 
But granted that economic dis- 
order has resulted, does this justi- 
fy blanket indictment of what the 


French, British and American ne- 
gotiators of Paris did in recogniz- 
ing new facts? The burden of all 
criticism now is that the. treaty 
terms are tOo severe upon Germany, 
but at least is it out of place to 
indicate what was done for other 
than German interests and to recall 
that the war was more than once 


Must the single test of the peace 
terms be the effect upon Germany? 


The truth. is that the peace tréea- 
ties liberated 25,000,000 Poles, 10,- 
000,000 Czecho-Slovaks, 4,000,000 


Southern Slavs, 7,000,000 Ruman- 
ians, 1,000,000 #£=Italians, 1,600,000 
Alsace-Lorraines, 250,000 Danés, 
150,000 Walloons of the Belgian 
frontiers, at least 2,000,000 Greeks. 
All told upward of 50,000,000 of hu- 
man beings were set free from Ger- 
man, Austrian, Hungarian, Russian 
and Turkish tyranny. In accom- 
plishing this upwards of 5,000,000 
of Germans and Hungarians, but 
mainly Austrian Germans, were in- 
cluded in Slav and Rumanian fron- 
tiers. 


We are now asked to regard the 
territorial phases of the treaty as 
a failure, because the lines as 


drawn do not arrive at complete 
justice, a thing totally impossible/ 
given the mingling of various racts 
at the several meeting places of 
ethnic frontiers and to set aside 
the gain of the 50,000,000 liberated, 
because of the 5,000,000 placed un- 
der alien rule. More than this, we 
are asked to regard the liberation 
of human beings as unimpertant 
because it is accompanied by eco- 
nomic chaos. 


Is Demand Just? 
But is this a just demand? Was 


continue under German rule be- 


cause, to free thent meant to shake 
the edifice of German § industry? 
Ought the world to accept as degal- 
ized the stealings of Frederick the 
Great and his successors because 
the result of the stealings had been 
the erection of an economically 
efficient state? Is efficiency so 
much more important than liberty 
after all? If it 1s then we made’a 


great mistake in opposing the Ger- | 
man. 

The new states_which emerged: 
at Paris had emerged actually from 
the war, for Paris did not do more 


than recognize existing facts. They 
will not easily find their feet. They 


those. of the older states, just as 
our OWn children will sooner or 
later give evidence of appetites 
like our own. They have neces- 
sities, dangers, external menaces 
which stimulate a desire for stra- 
tegic frontiers but is this human 
tendency sufficient to damn them 
forever and to vitiate the work of 
liberation? 


It is an odd circumstance that 
those who call themselves “liberal” 
evince little or no interest or con- 


n and concentraté upon the 


economic phases. They would de- 
prive the Poles of regions in which 
the population is two-thirds Polish, 
because the regions are economical- 
ly “necessary” to Germany. But 
when German-speaking districts 
necessary. to the Czechs are assign- 
ed to the Ccezho-Slovak state no 
denunciation of this equity is too 
great. That Germany should hold 
the upper Silesian coal basin, with 
a Polish population, strikes them 


as a thoroughly just thing, but 
French occupation of the Sarre is 
a crime against the fourteen points, 
intolerable and unforgiveable. 


And now, for political reasons, 
the denunciations of the treaty of 
peace are seized upon in America, 


where the actual knowledge of the 
treaty provisions is very slight and 
totally colored by the domestic po- 
litical differences. But do the 50,- 
000;000 of human beings set free 
count for nothing? Is there no 
such thing as a comparison of 
evils? In 1914 Germany occupied 
lands inhabited by between 4,000,000 
and 5,000,000 Poles and in certain 
regions had been for a century ex- 
pelling the Poles to make the dis- 
tricts safely German. Small sections 
of these regions have been in- 
Guded in the purely Polish sectors, 
That ‘of it? 
Racial Lines Followed. 

Looking at the map of Europe, 
the ethnic map, and placing it be- 
side the new political map and the 


old, one will see in a moment how 
closely the new follows racial lines 
and how little regard the old paid 
for them. To be sure there are 
still disputes along . the fringes, 
‘there are things that suggest “ger- 
rymanders,’ to use an American 
phrase, but in the old there was 
not even a hint of regard for race 
liberties. 


If the economic terms are unduly 
onerous they will have to be modi- 
fied, but for this proper machinery 


has been found. If certain of the 
great powers continue to disclose 
human rather than altruistic aspi- 
rations, .this is hardly surprising 
and is not the result of the Paris 
treaty. But the weakness of the 
‘liberal”. demand for a revision of 
the treaty lies in the total disregard 
for the lLgbenefits it bestows. 
They are gt interested in racial 
liberty, but & economic efficiency; 
they are not/concerned with justice 
to Polish cMaims, but only with in- 
juries to Gérman industry. 


it is exactly this sort of “liberal- 
ism” that Ameriacns should be most 
On their guard against... The libera- 


tion of Italy in the nineteenth cen- 
tury was one of the greatest facts 
in that whole hundred years: today 
it is unthinkable that millions of 
Italians should have been the po- 
litical slaves of Austrian dictators 
and of petty tyrants depending upon 
external supvort to maintain their 
places. But the treaty of Ver- 
saillegs and its companion pieces 
liberated twice as many human be- 
ings. Poland alone is a state 
greate@in area and in population 
than the Italy that was set free 
half a century ago. 


It may take fifty years to reach 
an approximate adjustment of the 
claims and counter claims growing 


out of the liberation of subject 
races; it may, as in the Italian case, 
take four wars to fix Poland, as the 
world war at last established Italy. 
‘the same is true of Rumania and 
of Jugro-Slavia, but does this sug- 
gest that it would have been better 
to leave them the victims of Ger- 
man arid Magyar tyranny? Is it 
not rather true that in any case a 
war of liberation would have re- 
sulted? 


' A war that sets 50,000,000 people 
free is not a little contribution to 
&, better world in. the future, even 
if the immediate consequences of 
the liberation involve domestic an- 
archy in many regions. Above all, 
what difference can it make to the 
world if German economic pros- 
perity is wrecked, provided the aj- 
ternative were the perpetuation of 
the enslavement of the Poles, the 
Danes and the people of Alsace- 
Lorraine?

“Phe financial security of the so- 
called patent medicine business rests 
on popular credulity. If the people 


can be persuaded to believe that 
doctors disapprove of _ self-drug- 
ging from motives of jealousy and 
selfishness, that is a great advan- 
tage to the nostrum exploiters, for 
no one imbued with such a belief 
is likely to listen to the advice of 
the doctor. 


“Many proprietary concoctions afe 
harmless enough. Some are really 
useful. Some are injurious. But no 


intelligent person with a know- 
ledge of drugs and their effects 
really believes that any of these 
patent medicines ever cures any- 
thing. Let me tell you, Mrs. Miller, 
what it is that patent medicines so 
frequently cure. They cure only 
those diseases which the trons 
are for the time being persuaded to 
imagine they have.” 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
The Cause of Worms. 

Kindly tell me what is the cause 
of worms? What are the symptoms 
of worms? What is the cause of 
tapeworms? (B. H.) 
ANSWER—Tapeworm infestation 
of man comes in most cases in this 
country, from eating pork in which 


the larval form of the parasite is 
present. If the flesh is not thor- 
oughly cooked the parasite gsur- 
vives, and in man’s intestine develops 
to the adult tapeworm. The eggs 
(which are discoverable only by 
microscopic examination) leave the 
intéstine in the excrement, and 
sooner or later pollute the ground 
or the food of the hog, are swal- 
lowed, develop into larvae, pene- 
tate the hog’s stomach, and lodge 

~ the flesh, thus completing the 
cycle. Rarely man in this country 
is infested in a similar way with 
another kind of tapeworm, the 
broad or fish tapeworm. There are 
no characteristic symptoms ° pro- 
Guced by the presence of worms. 
Only a physician can correctly diag- 
nose or treat the condition.

London, March 9.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.—-The supreme council 
has issued a memorandum on world 
economic conditions. Its conclu- 
sions are as follows: 

Firstly—It is of paramount im- 
portance that peace conditions 
should be fully and completely re- 
stored at the earliest possible mo- 
ment throughout the world. : 

To achieve: this object it is desir- 
able (first) that peace and norma! 
economic relations should be re-es- 
tablished at the earliest moment 
Pissible throughout eastern Europe: 
(second) that armies everywhere 
should be reduced to a peace foot- 
ing, that armaments should be lim- 
ited to the lowest possible ‘figure 
compatible with national security 
and that the league of nations 
should be -invited:to consider as 
soon as possible proposals to this 
end; (third) that states which have 
been created or enlarged as a .re- 
sult of the war should immediately 
re-establish full and friendly co- 
Operation and arrange for unre- 
stricted interchange of commodities, 
is order that the essential unity of 

ie ean economic life may not be 

red by the erection of arti- 
fn al economic barriers. 

Secondly—Not only the govern- 
ment of each country, but all those 
engaged in the task of production 
in every land should give immediate 
attention to the execution of all 
measures which will contribute to 
the full resumption of peaceful in- 
dustry, to the encouragement of a 
better output on the part of the 
workers in every country, to the 
improvement of machinery and 
means of transportation and the re- 
moval of such disturbing factors as 
profiteering.

Thirdly—Each government should 
immediately consider means for urg- 
ing upon its nationals in every rank 
of life the vital necessity of sup- 
pressing extravagance and reducing

Seventhly—The powers reépresent- 
ed at the conference have’ given 
careful attention to the special cage 
of the devastated regions and more 
particularly of northern France. The 
restoration of these areas is of pri- 
mary importance for the establish- 
ment of the economic equilibrium of 
Europe and the resumption of nor- 
mal trade conditions. It is evident 
that the large sums required for this 
purpose cannot be provided out of 
the current revenue nor can the 
work of restoration be postponed 
until the reparation due from Ger- 
many under the treaty of peace has 
been received. The council recog- 
nized that the capital sums required 
for this restoration may properly 
be raised by market loans in an- 
ticipation of the reparation pay- 
ments provided for by the treaty, 
and that the restrictions which 
they desire to see placed on new 
borrowing do not apply to loans and 
credits raised for the purpose of 


meeting this abnormal capital ex- | 


penditure. 

Eighthly—The powers represented 
at the conference have taken under 
consideration Article 235 and cog- 
nate articles of the treaty of Ver- 
sailles and passages in the letter 
addressed June 16, 1919, by the su- 
preme council to the peace delegates 
which contemplate that Germany 
shall make proposals. for fixing the 
total payments to be made by her 
by way of reparation and that facil- 
ities may be given her to obtain 
necessary foodstuffs and raw mate- 
rials in advance of the payments 
being made by way of reparation. 

The powers are. agreed that it Is 
desirable in the interest alike of 
Germany and her creditors that the 
total to be paid by -her for repara- 
tion should be fixed’ at ah early 
ate.

Petition for Writ-of Certio- 


rari Filed Against W. W. . 
Austell Is Denied.

A case with which many of. At- 
lanta’'s older citizens are familiar, 
concerning much valuable property 
in the city, was ended Monday by 
the decision of the United States 
supreme court. denying a petition 
for a writ of certiorari filed by Al- 
fred R. Swann against Ww. W. Aus- 
tell, as executor¥of the will of the 
late Alfred Austell. 

The case began in 1881 with the

Feur Children Survived. 


Surviving General Austell were 
four children, W. W. Austell. Mrs. 
Leila Thornton, Mrs. Janie Swann 
and Alfred Austell, at fhat time a 
minor. The will named as execu- 
tors of the estate W. W. Austell, 
James Swann and W. J. Garrett, a 
prominent Atlanta business man at 
that time. 

Mrs. Francis Austell, General Aus- 
tell’s widow, elected to take against 
the will, with the result that part of 
the Campbell county plantation was 
set aside for her dower, as well as 
the ‘residence on Marietta street, 
and the lot on the southeast corner 
of Edgewood avenue and Pryor 
street. 

During the lifetime of the three 
executors, many phases of the dis- 
position of the large estate  oc- 
curred. The property on Pryor and 
Decatur street that had not. been 
set aside as Mrs. <Austell’s dower 
was sold by the executors, and the 
proceeds were divided during the 
lifetime of Mrs. James Swann. Oth- 
er parts of.the estates, including 
stocks and bonds in various cor- 
porations, were also distributed 
during her lifetime. 

When Mrs. Swann died, .she left 
a will under which her husband, 
James Swann, one of the executors, 
was the sole devisee. No interest in 
General Austell’s estate) which re- 
mained undivided at Mrs. Swann’s 
death, was ever asserted by James 
Swann. 

Later James Swann died. The re- 
sidium of his estate was left to his 
brother, Alfred R. Swann. 


Claims Fourth Interest. 

More than a year ago Alfred _R. 
Swann filed a bill in the United 
States court against the executor of 
General Austell’s will and the living 
heirs-at-law, contending that 
through the two wills he had in- 
herited an undivided one-fourth in- 
terest in the Campbell county plan- 
tation, the Marietta street resi- 
dence, the Edgewood avenue and 
Pryor street corner lot, and other 
undivided properties of the estate. 

After having been heard, the 
plaintiff's petition was denied by 
the late United States. Judge Wil- 
liam T. Newman, and a decree was 
entered in behalf of W. W. Austell, 
as executor, and the remaining 
heirs of General Austell. A petition 
for second hearing was filed, but 
this was denied by Judge Newman. 

Alfred R. Swann then took an ap- 
peal to the circuit court of appeals, 
where the decree of Judge Newman 
was affirmed. A petition for a writ 
of certiorari was then filed in the 
United States supreme court by Mr. 
Swann. This petition was formally 
presented to that court on March 1, 
and on Monday, March 8, was de- 
nied. 

Alfred R. Swann was represented 
by the law firm of Anderson, Roun- 
tree & Crenshaw, and Charles T., lL. 
Cc. and J. L. Hopkins, with King & 
Spalding, represented W. W. Austell, 
Alfred Austell and Mrs. Leila Thern- 
ton.

The Straight and Narrow Way

If you are a city dweller, whether 
it is in an apartment or a home in 
a “block”, ten to one you have a 


narrow hall. A short narrow hall is 
almost as bad as a long narrow 
one. It is the narrowness that 
cramps the view and gives one a 
horrid tomb-like feeling. 

And then long narrow halls are 
generally so unsympathetically 
treated. Their longness and nar- 
rowness are aided and abetted by 
long narrow “runners”, and their 
limited space is blocked by fat hat- 
racks, chubby tables, and other 
things for you to stumble over as 
you start down the straight and 
narrow path. 

Of course the thing to do is to 
make the poor thing shorter and 
wider. Anything you can do to 
broaden it out and pull its two ends 
together will be gratefully received. 
It will repay you a hundred fold by 
looking less hike a section of the 
subway and more like an entrance 
the home. 

First aid to the injured hall con- 
sists in breaking it up into units. 
Take away the runner and replace 
it with three or four: good rugs the 
width of the hall. Then make each 
of these rugs the scene of something 
interesting. On one, near the door 


—say the second from the door— 
place a cushioned seat, shaped like 


half of a long oval. This doesn’t 
take up more room, but it rounds 
out sufficiently to break into the 
long-narrowness, and is a conveni- 
ent place for casual callers to wait. 

A little farther down, on the next 
rug, or between two rugs, place a 
gateleg or drop leaf table, with 
decorative legs. This leaves plenty 
of room to pass,, and yet the at- 
tractive lines of the legs let the 
light through pleasantly and shorten 
the apparent distance. 

An inside narrow hall should al- 
ways heve white woodwork and ceil- 
ing, and a very light wall paper. 
White always makes things look 
larger, and the darkest, narrowest 
hallway can be given an effect of 
light and space by keeping every- 
thing in it in as high a key as 
possible. For example, paint the 
half-oval seat white, with a cushion 
of yellow raw silk (the silk reflects 
light and yellow brings a hint of 
sunshine) and select oriental rugs 
with the light tan, rose, and dull 
blue shades instead of the dark 
red, dull rose, and brown tones. 
With a bowl of burnished brass or 
copper on the table, to catch glints 
of light, the long gloomy tunnel 
may be transformed into a recep- 
tion hall of cheerfulness and charm.

Emergency Kitchen Soon 


“Tf conditions continue as they are 


today and there are no other ‘fiu’ 
cases which need emergency care I 


think the Red Cross emergency 
kitchen may close the end of the 
week,” was the statement made yes- 
terday by Mrs. James L. Dickey, 
chairman of the Red Cross canteen 
committee, under the direction of 
which the emergency kitchen was 
started nearly three weeks ago to 
help in the care of “flu” patients. 
“T feel confident that we have 
been an aid to the public health de- 
partment in the ‘flu’ emergency and 
we have worked directly with that 
department. We have sent nourish- 
ment to those homes where the peo- 
ple were unable to prepare it and 
those whose names were given to 


us by the doctors and nurses,” Mrs. 
Dickey further said. 

“As the work is an emergency 
work, we will, of course, not carry 
it on any longer than is necesgary, 
but if we find at the end of the week 
there is still need for the assistance 
we have been giving we will look 
after the needy-ones.” 

Mrs. Dickey spoke with enthusi- 
asm over the assistance which has 
been given to her by her cowork- 
ers in the canteen committee of the 
Red Cross by the Rotary club, by 
the Atlanta Woman’s club and by 
other agencies and individuals. 

The work of the emergency 
kitchen during the “flu” epidemic 
demonstrates strongly the value of 
the Red Cross organization in times 
of peace as well as in war times.

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IMPURE SEED EVIL 


{MENACING FARMIERS 


Mail Order Houses Selling 


Seed at “Bargain” Are 
Much to Blame. 


By J. A. Hollomon, 
(By Constitution Leased Wire.) 

Washingio.1, March 9.—Farmers 
in every section of the country are 
demanding that federal elgislation 
designed to protect agriculture 
against the impure seed evil be 
enacted as speedily as possible. At 
the office of the National Board 
of Farm: Organizations, of which 
C. S. Barrett, of Georgia, is presi- 
dent, it was stated thac™he situa- 
tion is decidedly serious and that 
something ought to be done at once, 
otherwise the heavy losses suffered 
by farmers in previous seasons 
would be duplicated this year. 

The attention of the agricultural 
committees of the house and senate 
has been directed to’ the evil by 
Charles A. Lyman, secretary of the 
national board. Mr. Lyman blames 
mail order houses for much of the 
loss which farmers have hitherto 
suffered. He said that they have 
purchased seeds at “bargain” prices 
only to find that they had obtained 
a large percentage of weed seeds 
which sapped the soil’s vitality, but 


produced nothing of real value. 


Senator Arthur Capper said he 


believed congress would act on the 


complaints in the early future and 
try to find a remedy. The Kansas 
statesman said congress was disin- 
clined to establish new bureaus and 
new departments of government, 
but declared that with its present 
machinery the agricultural depart- 
ment, if given legislative authority, 
could force the;business concerns 
compiained of to 
practice of selljhg impure seeds, 
“T know the Veconomic loss suf- 
fered by agricuiture and in a large 
degree by the entire country, 
through carelessness on the part of 
business housé¢s in the distribution 
of seeds is in the aggregate tre- 
mendous,” said Senator Capper. 


Remedy Much Needed. 


“A remedy should be found for 
it. If the seed distributors are to 
continue to enjoy the privileges of 
interstate commerce they should 
be compelled to conform to a gen- 
eral standard to be established by 
the federal government. 

“Many of the states employ offi- 
clals whose duty it is to see that 
the seeds sold are pure. But these 
have no control over interstate 
shipments. The seeds are sent in 
original packages by mail, express 
and freight, and the state officials 
cannot interfere. It may be that 
the merchants selling seeds through 
the mail order process are them- 
selves ignorant of the fact that they 
are not pure, but in any case they 
unfairly compete with dealers 
whose seeds are subject to state 
inspection and supervision. 

“This is avery large question. 
I understand that in a single state 
the loss in one year through the 
weeds amounts to something like 
seventy million dollars’ In my own 
state the annual loss runs into the 
millions and my information is that 
practically every agricultural com- 
monwealth suffers in consequence 
of use of substandard seeds. 

“The states cannot regulate or 
suppress the evil. They are wholly 
helpless. They cannot rifle the 
mails of a farmer and insist that 
he turn over his packages of seeds. 
If the problem is to be effectively 
dealt with it must be through fed- 
eral legislation, fairly enforced.”

ome baking is the rule and not 
the exception among the’ Canadian 
housewives, and while the batches 
of bread are considerably larger 
than the average American house- 
wife likes to make, her reason is 
“Aye men, but it’s spoofing me ye 
are, when ye think a mite less 
would answer; my Jean and Jock 
ean eat most a loaf and half ‘tother 
one between times, like, for a snack, 
so I usually make six rye, ten 
wheat, two carraway and four fruit 
loaves of bread, twice a week, for I 
can tell you, my men folks have no 
patience at all with the shop 
bread.” ‘ 

Here are four varieties that may 
be formed from a small batch of 
dough. Place in a mixing bowl 

Two cups of water, 80 degrees 
Fahr., 
rubbed through a fine sieve. 

Two teaspoons of salt, 

Two tablespoons of shortening, 

Four tablespoons of sugar 
sirup. 

One yeast cake. 

Crumble in the yeast cake and 
then stir to mix thoroughly. Now 
add four cups of sifted flour and 
beat to a smooth sponge and then 
add six cups of sifted flour and 
work to a smooth elastic dough. 
Clean dough from the bowl and 
then rub the bow! with shortening, 
then place the dough in it again. 
Press down firmly against the bot- 
tom of bowl and then turn the 
ddugh over once. This greases the 
surface and prevents a crust from 
foming on the dough while it is 
rising. Cover and set in a warm 
place about 80 degrees Fahr., and 
let rise for three and one-half hours. 
Do not set the dough to rise on the 
radiator or over the top of the 
range; and in no place where a 
draught will strike it. If the kitchen 
is cold, wrap the bowl in a warm 
cloth and then in several thick- 
nesses of warm newspapers. 

When the dough has risen, punch 
down, hitting it very hard and then 
turn over and cover. Let rise again 
for One hour and then turn on a 
board and divide into four pieces.

To Make Scotch Seed Bread. 

Place on the molding board 

One tablespoon of carraway seed, 

One-half cup of finely chopped 
candied citron. 

Work this into the loaf, without 
adding any more flour; when well 
distributed through the loaf, place 
in the well-greased pan and cover.

These cakes are usually served 
with large mugs of milk or else 
they are spread with orange mar- 
malade and served with tea. Many 
people find these oat cakes more 
desirable than bread. 

Here is a Canadian housewife’s 
recipe fer 

Orange Jelly: 
A very, sharp flexible knife is 


necessary to remove the skin of 
the orange. Pare the yellow rind 
from 

Five oranges, 

Three lemons 

Very thinly and put this rind 
through the food chopper. Place in 
a saucepan and add five pints of 
cold water. Let stand for twenty- 
four hours and then place on the 
stove and bring to a boil. Cook 
slowly until the skin is soft and 
then cut the oranges and lemons in 
half; slice very thinly and place in 
the kettle with the skin. Bring to a 
boil and cook for one and one-half 
hours. | 

Turn into a jelly bag and squeeze 
dry. Measure and return to the pre- 
serving kettle, Bring the liquid to 
a boil and then cook for ten min- 
utes; now add three-quarters cup 
of sugar for each cup of the juice. 
Stir to dissolve the sugar thor- 
oughly and then bring to a boil 
and cook the mixture for ten min- 
utes. Pour into sterilized glasses 
and let cool. Cut pieces of paper 
to fit the top of the jelly; dip these 
pieces of paper in fine salad oil and 
then place on the jelly, then cover 
with parawax. 

Canadian Orange Marmalade. 

Wash three oranges and two lem- 
ons. Cut in half and then into quar 
ters, and then into thin paper-like 
Slices. Place in a saucepan and 
cover with three and one-half pints 
of cold water. Cover and let stand 
for twenty-four hours, then codvk 
until the skins are tender. Drain 
and put the skins and pulp through 
Return to the 
liquid and measure. Return te the 
preserving kettle. Bring to a boil 
and cook for ten minutes and then 
add seven-eighths cup of sugar for 
each cup of the liquid. Stir to dis- 
solve and then cook very slowly 
until the mixture is clear and thick. 
Turn into sterilized glasses and fin- 
ish as directed for orange jelly.

Atlanta Pioneer and Con- 
federate Veteran Is in Crit- 
ical Cond ition at Home.

Colonel John S. Prather, Atlanta 
pioneer,for years prominenely known 
and connected in Atlanta life, and 
recognized throughout the state as 


a loyal Georgian devoted to the in- 
terests of his city, his state and 


his country, is critically il at his 
home, 250 Lee street, in West End. 
For nearly three weeks. Colonel 
Prather has been confined to his 
home and for the past three or 
four days has been 
practically all of the time. 
Colonel Prather is now in his 86th 


year, and despite that fact has been | 


unusually active and agile up to im- 
mediatel ybefore he was taken 
sick. A month ago he was walk- 
ing the streets in his business pur- 
suits as active, apparently, as he 
was a quarter of a century 4go. 
Few men in Georgia have led the 
active life that has fallen to the lot 
of Colonel Prather, and fewer still 
have more successfully combatted 
the weaknesses of advancing years. 

For years he was connected with 
the d Franklin Printing company, 
and became widely known to the 
business. men of this section on 
acaccount. of being associated with 
the. Harrisons, then the leading 
printers of this section. He visited 
every with whom the old firm 
dealt and as a visitor, no one was 
more welcome because of his ge- 
nial, pleasant, lovable disposition. 
Of late years Colonel Prather has 
been associateed with the Byrd 
Printing comypany and has been a 
frequent visitor at the state house 
where he knew and was known by 
every politician in Georgia. 

Colonel Prather is a native of 
Georgia, La Grange having been the 
place of his birth and early rear- 
ing. It was there he was when the 
war between the states came on. 
Then in the prime of young man- 
hood he donned the grey and en- 
listed with General Joe Wheeler, 
with whom he rode for the four 
years of that terrible strife. 

After the war he came to At- 
lanta where he entered upon his 
successful business career to which 
it ts to be hoped he may soon be 
able to return in full strength and 
vigor. Colonel Prather was a 
charter member of the old Fulton 
county Confederate veterans, or- 
gainzed to greet Fresitent Dayis to 
Atlanta on his last visit here, but 


when the Atlanta veterans of Wheel-- 


er’s cavalry organized the Wheeler 
camp he.was on its charter list and 
has-since been one of its most ac- 
tive and influential members. 

Colonel Prather’s three living 
children, daughters, and his wife are 
constantly at his bedside, though 
Mrs. Prather herself is ill also.

cost. This is recognized to be a 
highly important factor for. the 
“rails,” the full value of which can- 
not be accurately estimated imme- 
diately. 

Practically the .entire group of 
railroad issues, and particularly all 
stocks of standard roads responded 
to the buying wave which gradually 
gained headway and reached its 
height in the early afternoon. South- 
ern Pacific, Reading and Néw York 
Central were conspicuous features, 
the first selling a point above par 
while Reading reached a high level 
of 80%. Sentiment in the railroad 
group was further cheered by re- 
ceipt of news that the Brotherhood 
of Maintenance of Ways had decid- 
ed against a strike. 

Industrials Also Lively. 


There was no abatement of inter- 
est in the industrial shares, how- 
ever, and a number of the more 
speculative of these repeated yes- 
terday’s performance and moved to 
higher levels. A good deal éf profit- 
taking by those who had bought at 
the low levels Monday had to be ab- 
sorbed, but when this was taken up 
sharp gains in such issues as Gen- 
eral Motors and Crucible Steel were 
seen. Stocks of other companies 
which have accumulated large sur- 
pluses and which might be expected 
to distribute a part of this through 
stock dividends, continued their re- 
cent activity. 

General Motors was run up to 323, 
an advance of 22 points over Mon- 
day’s close and representing a gain 
of approximately 60 points since the 
favorable decision in the stock divi- 
dend case, while Crucible touched 
240. These wide gains were not 
held, however, and in the final hour 
considerable confusion developed. 
Sharp set-backs took place through- 
out the list, railroad shares suffer- 
ing with the rest. While this was 
going on some of the oil stocks 
came into prominence with advances 
of from 3 to 5 points, but the end 
found the market highly irregular. 


Wall Street Gossip. 


The stock market received warn- 
ings from many quarters today 
against the further continuation of 
the violent movement of prices. 
Banking and brokerage houses were 
quick to caution their clients not to 
commit themselves too far. 

“The more moderately the market 
deports itself within the next few 
days, with the critical March 15 pe- 
riod ahead,” said one of these, ‘“‘the 
better it will fare in the long run. 
Such activity as developed Monday 
afternoon might easily upset con- 
servative arrangements for the 
handling of the money market. Tle 
surplus of credit is so narrow that 
even with all the expert arrange- 
ment for turnover of treasury cer- 
tificates, and prompt re-deposit in 
banks of the checks to collector of 
internal revenue, there may be some 
critical moments, and we do not 
want to see them needlessly empha- 
sized by impressive speculation.” 


Not in Quiet Mood. 


But Wall street was not in a 
mood to quiet down so quickly after 
the stimulating influence of yes- 
terday’s violent movements, and 
throughout the greater part of to- 
day’s session continued to bid 
stocks up sharply. At times the ad- 
vances in leading speculative issues 
were almost as pronounced as on 
the preceding day. With call money 
renewing at 6 per cent, and later 
falling to 7 per cent, the market 
following seemed to take it for 
granted there 
on hand to take care of their need. 

Little additional light was thrown 
on the gold import situation as far 
as it is related to the redemption of 
the $500,000,000 of Anglo-French 
bonds, which fall due next October.
